SPEAK IN WHISPERS. 


Across the street, in the Stockton 
hotel, the headquarters of the M. M. 
& E., it’s different. There the car- 
pet is so thick you can’t hear your- 
self walking and when a man coughs 
he coughs behind his hand. And 


| when they speak it is about some- 


thing loftier than beans and pota- 
toes—usually. The Stockton hotel 
is a grand place, as uncommon as the 
Labor Council is common. A lot of 
money goes over that bar every day 
and everybody is polished and clever 
—or trying to be. 

The town is filling up with stran- 
gers. All of these are not workers. 
The majpority are not. The major- 
ity are the ones who want to get on 
the M. M. & E. payroll as “guards.” 
They make a business of going to 
places where trouble is brewing. 

Saturday the writer, talking with 
Calkins, was obliged to listen to one 
of these men applying for a job. 

‘I’ve been in strikes in Seattle, 
Chicago, Dayton, Little Falls and 
other places,” he said. 

In other words, he was a man 
who for years had ween living off 
the ‘troubles of others, just like Mr. 
Calkins himself, and like Irish, the 
secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, both of whom are as much a 
part of Stockton aa whis young man 
who was in the business of blackleg- 
ging. 


MAN FROM NOWHERE. 


Tt fs such men as Irish and Cal- 
kins and the young man from no- 
where that the union men and women 
of Stockton, the men and women who 
built up the town nad who are pay- 
ing taxes and raising families here, 
must grapple with for the preserva- 
tion of organized labor. 

Lying is no small part of the M. 
M. & B.’s campaign. ‘We have all 
the men we need,” said Calkins. 
“We're turning them away—skilled 
mechanics, too.”

But they are patient fellows and 
there is lots of money on hand with 
which to pay them. 

They are young men with the “‘gas- 
light’? complexion, which comes from 
living in the night. 

They are gunmen, to use plain 
English. When they sit down in Mr. 
Calkins’ office they sit down gingerly 
and something protrudes out of the 
hip pocket. 

Whether they are Thiel ‘‘opera- 
tives’? or Burns ‘‘operatives” or Pin- 
kertons, only the M. M. & E. knows. 

It has bene said, however, that Cal- 
kins hides his watch and overcoat be- 
fore they arrive in tl> morning. So 
they may be Burns men. 

Anxious hearts are not éonfined 
to the ranks of labor. Many small 
merchants and contractors, men who 
can’t afford to fight and who don’t 
want to fight, are trembling for the 
future. 

That many of the small employers 
have been coerced into joining the 
M. M. & E. is the contention of the 
union men. 


FORCED INTO ASSOCIATION. 


“I've Joined the association,” said 
a small butcher with whom G. H. 
Morrill, business agent of the Build- 
ing Trades Council had been dealing. 
“They'd put me out of business if I 
stayed outside.” 

“They” are the banks and the 
large supply firms of the M. M. & E. 

“They” have threatened the credit 
of the small business man. 

“T’m in it,”’ said a contractor, “be- 
cause they’ politely notified me that 
I'd find it pretty hard to find build- 
ing material outside the association. 

It 1s big business against organ- 
ized labor in Stockton—nothing else.
